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PECANS. 


The  present  development  of  the  pecan  growing 
industry  justifies  the  placing  of  this  orchard  crop 
at  the  very  foundation  of  southern  horticulture.  It 
stands  at  the  head  of  the  list,  having  all  the  quali- 
ties to  be  desired  in  an  orchard  tree  and  many  that 
other  varieties  of  fruit  and  nut  trees  do  not  have. 
The  pecan  adapts  itself  to  a wide  variety  of  soil  and 
fits  into  the  general  farming  of  every  section.  Staple 
farm  crops  as  well  as  specialized  lines,  such  as 
truck  or  small  fruits,  may  he  grown  between  the 
trees  for  a number  of  years  without  interfering  with 
the  crop  of  nuts  or  growth  of  trees.  When  the 
pecan  trees  have  grown  to  a size  sufficient  to  inter- 
fere with  intercrops,  they  will  be  producing  income 
enough  to  warrant  cessation  of  other  activities. 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  planting  of 
a pecan  grove  is  a life  time  investment,  and  there- 
fore justifies  the  selection  of  the  best  land  obtain- 
able for  the  establishment  of  the  orchard.  The  soil 
should  be  thoroughly  prepared  before  planting  and 
if  possible,  a crop  of  legumes  planted  the  previous 
season  and  turned  under.  Plantings  are  generally 
made  fifty  feet  or  more  apart  each  way,  requiring 
seventeen  trees  or  less  per  acre.  Dig  holes  for  the 
trees  much  larger  than  actually  needed  to  accom- 
modate the  root  system  of  the  trees  and  fill  in  en- 
tirely with  top  soil.  Fertilizers  should  be  used 
sparingly  if  at  all,  when  planting,  and  then 
thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil  in  filling  the  holes. 
Pack  soil  carefully  and  firmly  around  the  roots, 
using  water  if  the  soil  is  dry.  The  same  principles 
of  cultivation  that  apply  to  cotton  or  corn  are  ap- 
plicable to  the  pecan.  Start  this  work  in  the 
Spring  as  soon  as  the  growth  begins  to  show  in  the 
trees,  and  continue  until  the  middle  of  the  summer. 
Use  enough  fertilizer  to  keep  the  trees  in  a good 
growing  condition.  A commercial  fertilizer  con- 
taining five  percent  ammonia,  eight  percent  phos- 
phoric acid  and  three  percent  potash  is  suitable  for 
young  trees.  Stable  manure  may  be  used  to  a good 
advantage  wherever  available. 

During  the  early  stages  of  the  development  of 
the  pecan  industry,  hundreds  of  different  varieties 
of  nuts  were  tried  and  are  still  being  tried  out 
under  widely  varying  conditions  throughout  the 
pecan  belt.  Orchardists  everywhere  agree  that  a 
selection  of  ten  varieties  or  less,  will  fill  a majority 
of  all  desired  qualities,  and  while  there  may  be 
other  sorts  of  merit  that  are  popular  in  some  sec- 
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tions  of  the  pecan  belt,  we  feel  that  in  offering  the 
following  kinds,  a latitude  for  selection  is  furnished 
without  creating  confusion  and  at  the  same  time 
assure  our  customers  of  the  results  they  should 
reasonably  expect. 

STUART  is  a large  nut  with  a shell  of  medium 
thickness,  very  well  filled  with  a kernel  of  bright 
color  and  good  quality.  This  variety  is  probably 
more  widely  planted  over  the  pecan  belt  than  any 
other  sort  and  justifies  its  popularity  by  consist- 
ently producing  heavy  crops. 

SCHLEY  is  recognized  as  the  finest  quality  and 
demands  a premium  on  all  markets  where  nuts  are 
sold  on  their  merits.  The  size  runs  from  medium  to 
large  and  the  shell  is  thin.  The  kernel  is  bright  in 
color  and  very  rich. 

SUCCESS  is  all  that  its  name  implies.  Size  is 
large  and  cracking  qualities  are  good.  The  large, 
plump  yellow  kernels  are  of  good  flavor  and  the 
trees  are  strong  growers  and  heavy  producers.  This 
variety  should  be  in  every  orchard. 

PABST  is  a sturdy  grower  and  one  of  the  best 
in  quality.  Size  is  medium  to  large  and  the  crack- 
ing quality  is  excellent.  A first-class  variety. 

CURTIS  is  of  medium  size  and  very  prolific. 
The  bright  colored  kernels  of  fine  flavor  separate 
easily  from  the  shell  which  is  very  thin. 

TECHE  is  a heavy  bearer  and  is  to  be  recom- 
mended as  one  of  the  few  medium  sized  nuts  that 
can  be  depended  upon.  The  cracking  qualities  are 
excellent  and  the  flavor  good. 

MONEY  MAKER  is  of  medium  size  and  thick- 
ness of  shell.  The  tree  is  a sturdy,  thrifty  grower 
and  prolific.  Quality  is  fine  and  it  cracks  well. 
Many  orchardists  consider  it  one  of  the  most  de- 
pendable.

CITRUS  FRUITS 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Satsuma  Orange 
from  Japan  and  the  use  of  citrus  trifoliata  as  a root 
stock,  the  citrus  growing  section  of  the  country  has 
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been  extended  into  regions  formerly  considered  un- 
suited  for  these  fruits.  In  the  various  varieties, 
hardy  types  have  been  developed  with  remarkable 
results  and  oranges,  kumquats,  grapefruit  and 
lemons  are  now  being  grown  as  far  north  as  south- 
ern Georgia,  Alabama  and  Mississippi.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  citrus  industry  in  these  states  has 
centered  around  the  Satsuma  Orange  and  carloads 
of  this  luscious  fruit  are  going  to  the  early  markets 
and  demanding  fancy  prices. 

The  Satsuma  Orange  (Qwari  Strain)  is  the 
hardiest  of  the  oranges  now  being  grown  and  ripens 
early  in  October  through  November,  thus  bringing 
it  onto  the  market  when  there  is  little  competition 
from  other  varieties.  The  Satsuma  is  of  the  “kid 
glove”  type  and  practically  seedless.  The  trees 
are  thornless,  very  vigorous  and  prolific  and  have 
repeatedly  withstood  temperatures  of  fifteen  de- 
grees without  damage.  The  use  of  citrus  trifoliata 
as  a root  stock  increases  the  natural  hardiness  of 
the  trees.  This  variety  often  fruits  the  second 
year  from  planting  and  a commercial  crop  may  be 
expected  the  third  season.  Plantings  should  be 
made  twenty-five  to  thirty  feet  apart  each  way.

The  Duncan  Grapefruit  is  considered  by  many, 
the  finest  grapefruit  grown.  There  is  no  question 
but  that  it  is  the  hardiest  variety  now  being  exten- 
sively propagated  and  while  it  does  not  reach  that 
degree  of  cold  resistance  enjoyed  by  the  Satsuma 
orange,  every  orchard  should  have  a sufficient 
number  of  trees  to  produce  fruit  for  home  use  and 
local  markets.  It  is  of  excellent  flavor  and  ripens 
early  in  December. 
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The  Ponderosa  or  American  Wonder  Lemon  is  a 
novelty  with  exceptionally  large  sized  fruit.  Though 
not  as  hardy  as  the  Satsuma  Orange  or  Duncan 
Grapefruit,  it  is  sure  to  fruit  during  normal  sea- 


sons.

'Tlie  Kumquats  are  the  smallest  of  the  edible 
citrus  fruits  suitable  for  growing  in  the  northern 
section  of  the  citrus  belt.  The  small  evergreen  trees 
with  loads  of  golden  fruit  are  highly  ornamental 
and  the  fruit  itself  finds  a ready  market  ranging 
from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  bushel.  The  trees  are  as 
hardy  as  the  Satsuma  orange  and  begin  bearing  the 
second  season  after  planting.  The  fruit  is  excellent 
for  eating  out  of  hand  and  for  marmalades.  Trees 
should  be  planted  from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  apart 
each  way. 

The  Marumi  variety  is  round,  bright  golden  yel- 
low, thin  skin  and  slightly  acid.  The  tree  is  of  well 
rounded,  uniform  growth  and  very  desirable  as  an 
ornamental. 

The  'Vaguin  i variety  is  oblong  and  about  one 
inch  in  diameter  by  one  and  one-half  inches  in 
length,  golden  yellow  in  color  and  fine  flavor. 
Largely  planted  for  commercial  production. 

The  Meiwa  variety  is  round  and  larger  in  size 
than  Marumi.  Sweet  when  fully  ripe.  Trees  are 
very  prolific  and  can  generally  be  expected  to  fruit 
the  first  season  after  planting.  Though  of  recent 
introduction,  this  variety  has  met  with  the  approval 
of  all  who  have  seen  it.

The  Meyer  Lemon  was  first  introduced  from 
China  in  1908  by  Frank  N.  Meyer,  Agricultural  Ex- 
plorer for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  named 
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in  his  honor.  This  very  promising  lemon  has  shown 
characteristics  of  exceptional  value  and  brings  this 
fruit  to  sections  where  the  lemon  has  been  unKnown 
except  as  a pot  plant.  It  is  hardier  than  any  other 
lemon  yet  tested  in  this  country  and  trees  now 
growing  on  our  grounds  have  passed  through  the 
coldest  weather  this  location  has  experienced  in 
twenty  four  years.  Many  of  our  two  year  old  stock 
are  hearing  fruit  in  the  nursery  rows.  The  color  is 
pale  orange  when  fully  ripe  and  the  fruits  are 
somewhat  larger  than  the  average  commercial  sizes 
now  on  the  markets.  It  is  ripening  with  us  in 
early  November.  We  consider  this  variety  a most 
valuable  addition  to  the  hardy  citrus  fruit.

PINEAPPLE  PEAR 

Probably  no  fruit  of  merit  has  attracted  as 
much  attention  recently  as  has  the  Pineapple  pear. 
Though  this  variety  has  been  known  throughout  the 
lower  South  for  approximately  forty  years  its  true 
worth  is  just  beginning  to  be  appreciated.  Hun- 
dreds of  thousand  of  dollars  have  oeen  spent  in 
the  investigation  of  fire  blight  and  its  control,  that 
disease  which  has  laid  waste  the  pear  growing  in- 
dustry in  the  South  and  is  a constant  menace  to 
other  pear  growing  sections.  All  varieties  were  as- 
sumed to  be  more  or  less  subject  to  this  disease  and 
work  has  been  carried  on  for  a number  of  years 
looking  toward  the  development  of  varieties  that 
were  immune  or  at  least  highly  resistant  to  the  fire 
blight.  The  variety  now  being  sold  as  the  Pine- 
apple Pear  (formerly  called  Sand,  Chinese  Sand, 
English  Bull  Nose,  etc.)  has  proven  so  highly  re- 
sistant as  to  be  considered  immune  to  fire  blight 


PINEAPPLE  PEARS  IN  BLOOM 
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under  orchard  conditions  and  on  account  of  this 
quality  is  considered  the  blight  proof  pear.  This 
fruit  is  of  Oriental  origin  and  has  the  general 
characteristics  of  Keiffer.  Ripens  in  August.  The 
texture  is  rather  coarse,  juicy  and  of  good  flavor. 
Color  golden  yellow.  It  is  not  in  any  sense  a fruit 
stand  pear,  but  is  ideal  for  canning  and  preserving. 
The  trees  are  very  vigorous  growers  and  prolific. 
Should  be  planted  approximately  forty  feet  apart 
each  way  in  the  orchard.

TREE  BLUEBERRY 

It  has  very  often  happened  during  the  develop- 
ment of  the  fruit  growing  industry  in  this  country, 
that  self  evident  facts  concerning  the  behavior  of 
varieties  remain  practically  unknown  over  a long 
period  only  to  become  common  knowledge  and  im- 
mediately these  inherent  qualities  establish  confi- 
dence and  the  foundation  for  a new  orchard  prod- 
uct is  laid.  This  condition  is  particularly  true  in 
connection  with  the  recent  development  of  com- 
mercial plantings  of  the  tree  blueberry. 

The  fact  that  cultivation  and  care  increases 
materially  the  productivity  and  size  or  fruit  of  the 
tree  blueberry  has  been  known  to  a few  people  for 
over  thirty  years.  Today  this  fact  is  common 
knowledge  and  planters  generally  throughout  the 
lower  South  are  reaping  the  benefit.  To  our  mind, 
the  Tree  Blueberry  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list  of 
small  fruits,  and  on  its  outstanding  merits  alone. 
It  is  particularly  adapted  to  our  acid  soils  and  this 
is  the  only  essential  requirement  for  its  growth.  It 
is  not  in  a sense  perishable  as  strawberries,  black- 
berries, raspberries,  etc.,  are  so  considered,  as  it 
will  ship  by  express  to  distant  markets  without 
refrigeration  and  remain  in  good  condition.  The 
ripening  time  of  the  crop  covers  a period  of  five  to 
six  weeks  which  make  it  practically  “weather 
proof”.  It  has  no  serious  disease  or  insect  enemies. 
It  is  a permanent  planting  and  once  established  does 
not  need  to  be  renewed.  It  is  very  tolerant  of  shade 
conditions  which  make  it  an  ideal  intercrop  for 
pecan  groves. 
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The  present  supply  of  fruit  from  all  sources 
does  not  begin  to  fill  the  demand  and  it  will  be 
many  years  before  the  present  requirements  are 
filled.  Crops  are  regular  from  year  to  year  increas- 
ing annually  with  the  added  size  of  the  trees.  It 
begins  to  bear  fruit  the  second  season  after  plant- 
ing. Plants  should  be  set  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet 
apart  each  way  and  clean  cultivation  practiced. 
Light  applications  of  fertilizer  is  advisable.  We 
offer  two  varieties.

In  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Indus- 
try, Department  of  Agriculture,  we  are  able  to  offer 
this  year  for  the  first  time,  a new  variety  of  Red 
Raspberry  which  has  been  found  desirable  for  the 
South  after  thorough  tests.

“Bush  more  vigorous  and  productive  than  any 
raspberry  now  cultivated,  producing  8 to  16  canes 
growing  8 to  20  feet  in  length  when  two  years  old; 
free  from  common  disease;  hardy  at  Washington, 
D.  C.,  flower  clusters  variable  in  size,  many  having 
100  to  200  flowers  or  even  more.  Fruit  medium  in 
size,  soft,  but  does  not  decay  as  quickly  as  other 
sorts;  color  medium,  slightly  dull  red;  subacid; 
only  good  in  dessert  quality  when  eaten  out  of  hand 
but  excellent  with  cream  and  sugar;  seeds  much 
smaller  than  those  of  ordinary  raspberries;  ripens 
after  other  red  raspberries  and  continues  in  season 
about  five  weeks.  Desirable  for  home  use,  also  for 
local  market.  Recommended  for  the  South  Atlantic 
Coast  Regions  from  Maryland  to  Northern  Florida.”

HEDGE  PLANTS. 

With  just  a little  attention  the  establishment 
of  a formal  hedge  is  a comparatively  easy  matter. 
The  varieties  of  plants  listed  herewith  may  be  trim- 
med to  any  desired  shape  and  are  adaptable  to  a 
wide  range  of  conditions.  For  close,  compact  re- 
sults, space  plants  eight  to  twelve  inches  apart, 
placing  somewhat  deeper  than  plants  were  previ- 
ously grown.  Prepare  location  for  plants  by  break- 
ing soil  to  a depth  of  two  feet  or  more,  working  in 
WELL-ROTTED  compost.  Trim  plants  very  close 
to  the  ground  and  after  growth  starts,  prune  regu- 
larly and  often.  Do  not  allow  plants  to  become 
leggy  before  cutting.  Do  not  allow  top  of  hedge  to 
become  wider  than  the  bottom  as  the  foliage  will 
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thin  out  near  the  ground  and  become  unsightly. 
Cultivate  regularly  to  induce  a vigorous  growth.
